The verdict hinges largely upon 
the intent of Ferguson and Bazg- 
got in participating in the fraud. 
The jury was instructed that if the 
intent of the defendants was to de- 
fraud the banks, if they knew that 
they were participating in a ne- 
farious action, then they are guilty 
as charged. If the jury finds their 
intentions were good, they are to 
be found not guilty.

| $8AN FRANCISCO, May 2.—Cali- 
fornia’s 26 votes in the Democratic 
National Convention were added to 
the Smith column today after 4 
presidential preference primary in 
which dry Democrats under tir 
leadership of William G. McAdoo 
were routed from their Southern 
California stronghold. 

Each of the three Democratic 
aspirants was represented by sets 
of 30 candidates for delegates to 
the national convention, including 
eight for delegates-at-large, each 
with one-half vote. As the 
representing Gov. Smith were 
elected by large majorities over the 
sets representing Senators Reed 
and Walsh, the entire delegation is 
bound to express the preference of. 
the State at Houston by voting for 
the New York executive. 

The presidential candidacy of 
Herbert Hoover, who maintains his 
residence in this State and who 
was unopposed on the Republican 
ticket, drew 528,433 votes In 7560 
of the total of 8753 precincts. 
|The total Republican registration 
in the State is more than 1,200,000. 
The 29 G. ©. P. national conven- 
tion delegates were pledged to 
Hoover.

During his two and a haJf years in 
the ring he has fought 19 fights, 
in each case disposing of his op- 
ponent before the fifth round. He 
was a science student at a college 
in Trieste before he became a 
boxer and was known as an agree- 
able performer upon the ukulele, 
guitar, mandolin and bass viol. His 
sister, Amelia, is a widely known 
harpist in Italy. 

He sings when he trains, does 
this Italian baritone-boxer. As he 
explained it: “The heart must be 
light and the mind at ease when 
one fights. And nothing will ac- 
complish this better than singing 
en aria or two as an adjunct to 
training.” 

As for reading, he sticks to his 
classics. 

“Personally,” he said, “I find 
Shakspeare, Plutarch, Herodotus 
and Homer pleasant and stimulat- 
ing to read.”

Dr. Theobald Smith Declares Sewage Prob- 
lem Has Counteracted Advances in 
Combating Disease.

WASHINGTON, May ?.—Large 
cities complacently viewing new 
water works, reservoirs and con- 
duits and feeling secure in their 
endeavor to give their citizens 
pure water will be interested in 
warnings contained in the presi- 
dential address of Dr. Theobald 
Smith, pioneer American student 
of bacteriology, before the Con- 
gress -of American Physicians and 

Surgeons meeting here. 


“The sewage problem is 
unsolved,” he said. “All we have 
done is to convert our water 


courses into open sewers with oc- 
casional explosive outbreaks of in- 
testinal disease as the result. The 
time is coming when the intimate 
relation between water supply and 
sewage disposal will suddenly de- 


affairs of large communities.”’ 
Although civilization has wid- 
about the 
individual and through cleanliness 
has decreased many diseases, nev- 
ertheless, as Dr. Smith demon- 
strated, the great industrial con- 
centrations of people have counter- 
acted this advance to some ex- 


tent. Colds, pneumonia, influenza 
and other respiratory diseases 
probably will increase, he pre- 
dicted. 


Nor is mankind confronted with 
a static, known array of enemies in 
the germ world. New diseases are 
likely to appear. The virulence of 
disease organisms waxes and 
wanes, the micro organisms them- 
selves undergo changes and learn 
how to attack those peoples and 
animals that have seemed to have 
been immune to them. 

Dr. Smith, head of the Rocke- 

feller Institute’s Animal Pathologi- 
cal Laboratories near Princeton, N. 
J., considers the animal world as 
a great reservoir of potential hu- 
man disease. Some animals play 
a damaging role in the cycle of 
dread maladies, such as the rat in 
bubonic plague, but there are many 
other diseases which human beings 
can contract, which lack only one 
link to make them ae powerful 
menace to the race. 
Had the early races of man dis- 
covered and used any method of 
rapid transportation, Dr. Smith 
said, it would have been highly de- 
structive or fatal. Infections, fresh 
and active due to the animal sur- 
roundings of our early ancestors, 
were in the cave man days’ kept 
isolated by the lack of travel and 
the slow migrations. If in the pres- 
ent progressive economic era the 
preventive work of medicine was 
stopped and the germs given free 
play, Dr. Smith would expect a 
world with stationary or backslid- 
ing population and economic situa- 
tion.

KUNG GETS YEAR 


Owner of Car Who Ordered 
Driver to Flee Receives Equal 
Punishment With Him.

Although he was not drivirg the 
automobile, a jury in Circuit Court 
yesterday convicted Vito Giam- 
marino, 3028 Cass avenue, On & 
charge of feloniously leaving the 
scene of an accident in the killing 
of Ray Arnold Smith by an auto- 
mobile in a safety zone at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Chippewa street 
last July 4. The penalty was fixed 
at one year in jail. 

The driver of the automobile, 
Arthur Saunders, a butcher,. of 
3723A Page boulevard, indicted 
with Giammarino, testified for the 
State. He said Giammarino, who 
owned the machine, was sitting be- 
side him and ordered him to “step 
on it, you've killed a man” after 
Smith had been struck while the 
automobile was going between 40 
and 45 miles an hour. 

After the verdict Saunders en- 
tered a plea. of guilty to man- 
slaughter’ before Circuit Judge 
ltiosskopf and was sentenced to @)| 
year in the workhouse. A man- 
slaughter charge against Giam- 
maring was dropped. 

The conviction was the first of 
its *kind the State has obtained he.e 
in a case where the defendant was 
not actually the driver. 

Judge Killoren instructed the 
jury Giammarino under the hw 
was equally guilty if it had been 
shown he “aided and abetted’’ ia 
the flight after the accident. The 
jury was out an hour. 

Smith, manager of a dyeing anc 
cleaning company, was waiting ‘or 
a street car when he was hit and 
killed. Saunders testified yesterday 
there were two women and a thi.d 
man in the rear seat and that they 
had been making a round of ‘sa- 
loons, drinking. They were ar. 
rested in East St. Louis after Lo- 
lice found the automobile aban- 
doned in the rear of 4035 Easton 
avenue. 

Realizing it would be difficult or 
impossible to convict Giammarino 
on the manslaughter charge, the 
State. on suggestion of Judge Ross- 
kopf, had him indicted jointly with 
Saunders for leaving the scene of 
an accident. Monday afternoon 
he took a change of venue from 
Judge Nosskopf’s court. and was 
placed on trial yesterday morning. 
He is a bricklayer. 


HENRY ALBRECHT JR. SET

U. S. Attorney-General Releases 
Bootlegger Whose Father, How- 
ever, Remains in Jail.

24,000 DEATHS BY ACCIDENTS 
OCCURRED IN HOMES IN 1927 


Mishaps Decreasing Despite In- 
crease in Automobiles, Speaker 
Tells Safety Council. 

Of 95900 deaths from accidents 
of all kinds in the United States 
during 1927, about 24,000 occurred 
in homes, Homer E, Niesz, presi- 
dent of the National Safety Cou.- 
cil, said in an address last night 
before the St. Louis chapter of the 
organization, at Hote! Statler. 

He said that accidents general'y 
have d.creased greatly, however~ 
pointing out that, despite advent 
of the automobile in increasing 
numbers, the death rate from ac- 
cidents now is less than it was in 
1913. In steel mills, where many 
accidents formerly were experi- 
enced, reductions ranging from 50 
to $0 per cent have been brought 
about, Niesz said.

We have a concrete illustration 
of this in their architecture.» Most big busi- 
ness is housed in American skyscrapers. 
Scarcely a vestige of old Japan remains in 
the offices of the great corporations. ‘The 
private residences of the well-to-do have a 
European facade facing the street, while 
they preserve the architecture of old Japan 
in their gardens, In front you find two or 
three little rooms with glazed windows, con- 
ventional chairs and tables, a piano, and an 
oil painting or two upon the wall, Behind 
are charming Japanese apartments, with 
one or two exquisite works of art, formal 
flower arrangements, and thick, silk-cov- 
ered pillows on the floor, from which one 
looks out On a typical Japanese garden. 

Not only is a typical Japanese house ex- 
ceedingly uncomfortable in cold weather, 
but it does not accommodate itself to mod- 
ern conveniences and sanitation. Its mat- 
ting floors are ideal lurking places for dust 
and germs. Experience has shown that re- 
inforced concrete is the only form of con- 
struction that will resist earthquake shocks, 
and that native buildings collapse like 
houses of cards. Consequently opinion is 
shifting rapidly in favor of the change 
which the Emperor has just introduced in 
his private life. 

Western clothing is also being generally 
adopted. 

One compelling reason for this change is 
that European clothing is cheaper, as well 
as more convenient.

First-class European restau- 
rants, to be sure, charge less than Japan- 
ese restaurants of equal rank, where une 
must also pay a room charge, but the in- 
creasing consumption of meat has added de- 
cidedly to domestic budgets. This change 
seems to be due to the fact that the native 
fare, with its deficiency of fats and milk, 
does not give men the energy required for 
modern life.

At present Japan is one of the most ex- 
pensive countries in the world. Comforts 
that in the United States, for instance, are 
universal and assumed as a matter of course 
still rank here as luxuries. Every Japan- 
ese dreams of owning his own home, but it 
costs about $1500 to build the simplest kind 
of four-room house, largely furnished in- 
side, without any Western comforts, con- 
structed of thin lumber, and never exceed- 
ing eight square yards of floor space. Quite 
recently apartment houses, which in their 
modern form are an utter novelty in Japan, 
have begun to appear, several very large 
ones having been erected in Tokio and Usa- 
ka, But rents are necessarily so high that 
they do little to relieve the housing crisis.

Our con- 
tinent is not wide enough to per- 
mit a second such station without 
carrier wave interference. 

High Power on Exclusive Waves. 

“But since the 2500-watt station 
ean give high-grade service only 
for the radius of 25 miles, vet ties 
up @ whole wave length, public in- 
terest demands that it should util- 
ize that wave length by giving 
service Over as large an area as 
possible of the channel which its 
interference pollutes and makes 
otherwise unusuable. Such a sata- 
tion should, therefore, be urged to 
so to 56000 or 10,000 watts or high- 
er. In this way, its useful serv- 
lee area is multiplied accordingly, 
while its interference area merely 
expands over the waste waters of 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 

“In fact, the public interest de- 
mands that stations occupying ex- 
clusive waves be required to have 
very high powers, instead of me- 
dium powers, which simply ruin a 
whole channel, with interference, 
and yet cannot be heard for many 
miles on it. A 69,000 watt station 
fa for more efficient in utilizing a 
clear channel than is a 5500 watt. 
A 160.000-watt station would give 
even better economy and pubiic 
service, as experiments in New 
Yerk State last summer clearly 
showed.

First Craft Frail Affair.

The pilot reclined 
in a network of cross stays, at the f 
mercy of the wind and structural 
mishaps. Its greatest flight, after 
four trials, was $52 feet.
